THE McKINLEY MEMORIAL. 


National 
Arch 'Association Appeals 
for Contributions. 


Concord, Oct. 28.—A search has re- 


vealed a clew in the murder case of 
Mrs. Charles A. Polsom, who was 
killed at Boscawen on Wednesday 
last, which the officials believe may 
lead to the conviction of George 


reenleaf, who is held on suspicion 


of having committed the crime. 


The new evidence is a pair of over- 


alls, blood-stained and torn, which 


reenleaf is alleged to have worn on 


the day of the tragedy. A force of 
men from the county farm, under di- j 
rection of Sheriff M. Swain Clough 
and Deputy Sheriff Fred R. Fellows, j 
made another search of the locality 
about the murder, especially to find 
the overalls, which it was supposed 
ivere secreted somewhere in that vi- 
cinity. 


In tho pasture where 
Greenleaf 


Irovo the county farm cows a strip 
of cloth was noticed in a pile of 
brush, which, upon being drawn out 
proved to be a suspender, attached to 
which was a pair of overalls. Upon 
being examined, they were found to 
be spotted with blood on the front 
and on the left side near the pocket. 


Greenleaf has no right arm, and up- 


on that side of the overalls no trace 
of blood could be found. Between the 
logs was a torn place, another fact 
that may play a more or less import- 
ant part in the trial. It had been 
Jreenleaf's custom to wear two pairs 
of overalls, but at the time of his ar- 
rest he was found to have on but one 
and he then declared that the week 
jeforc he took off the second pair and 
throw them down at the door of the 
laundry of the county farm to be 
washed 
and had worn but one pair 


since that time. He stated then that 
i.he old overalls could be identified by 
i torn place between the legs, which 
.vas made when climbing over a, 
>arbed wire fence. 


Inmates of the county farm stated 


hat Greenleaf had worn two pairs of 
jveralls on the week of the murder, a 
"act that was noticeable to them be- 
cause the legs of one pair were Ion- 
*er than those of the other, and 
showed at the bottoms. 


When Greenleaf was told that tho 


overalls had been found under a pile 
of brush in the pasture, he again 
maintained his innocence and stoutly 
leclared that he knew nothing what 
sver about the find, as the overalls 
which he discarded the week before 
tie had thrown clown at the laundry 
3oor to be washed, as he had stated. 
The county authorities will at once 
place the overalls in the hands of a 
chemist to analyze and determine the 
nature of the blood stains upon them.

Wonderful Effect Upon IionffeTity oZ 


Member, and Their Wives—Million* 
Paid In Benefits—How the Union 
Has Grown. • 
President Perkips of the Cigar Mak- 
rs' International union made bis annu- 
:1 report to tbe membership. A refer- 
ndurn vote of the'organization recent- 
y postponed this year's convention for 
hree years, and as no report had beeii 
made to the membership since the con- 
vention in Detroit in 1896 President 


'erkins briefly summarizes the more 
mportani events and.affaars of the in- 
ernational union. 
Referring to the membership and 


wages during the period covered by the 
'eport, he says: 
"The table showing the membership 


and number of organizations shows 
hat we did not lose in membership 
during the stagnation period, and sta- 
istics show that we did not suffer to 
any extent in the matter of reductions 
if wages. As to numbers, the member- 
hip practically remained stationary 
luring tlie panic period. The growth 
n the membership commenced •with 
he revival of industry and reached its 
greatest height during the year 1900. 


"Cigar makers to the number of Gl,- 


)35 are employed in union towns and 
Mties, 15,160 find employment in Juris-" 
diction places; total, 77,101. Twenty- 
mo thousand and thirty are reported 
as hand workmen, 2C.C72 as mold work- 
rs, 8,850 as filler breakers and rollers, 
J,830 as machine workers and 4,250 ap- 
prentices. Tlie number of nonunion ci- 
gar makers, as reported, is 38,583, and 
;,2.'59 females are reported as members 
f the union. 
"The vital statistics are perhaps the 


most instructive anil important ever 
•omplled, showing, as they do, that, tle- 
pite the intense struggle engendered 
ly the present method of production 
and distribution and the tremendous 
vc;)r and tear on one's nervous and 
physical resources, the average longev- 
ty of our members has been increased. 
The figures show that in ten yenrs the 
average length of life of members of 
he union has increased six years and 
hat the average length of Hie lives of 
he wives and n.ntliors h:is increased 
'ight year-!. This remarkable showing 
and gratifying result is due chiefly lo 
wo causes—first, the improved coudi- 
iou of the members, such as better 
wages, improved sanitary condition, 
more freedom and better living, all 
brought about solely through the trades 
union; second, the shortening of the 
lours of labor. The hitler lin.s a direct 
lenring npon the interesting fact that 
:he average length of the lives of the 
wives of members has increased, which 
can be accounted for by the significant 
fact that the household duties of work 
of the wife commences one hour later 
and ends one hour earlier and by the 
further fnct that as the material condi- 
tion of the hushanti is improved by bet- 
ter wages and more leisure the wife or 
mother is enabled to live belter and 
within more pleasant surroundings." 


Speaking of strikes and lockouts, he 


says: "The tables of strike and lockout 
latistics are as complete and compre- 
hensive as possible, giving a complete 
Liistory of aH the trade movements, 
.heir results, cost, per. cent of gains and 
losses and where located, and once 
more demonstrate that strikes are not 
failures. The tables furnish the grati- 
fying information that trade disputes 
or strike's are growing fewer in number 
each year despite the fact that the 
membership is increasing and that tin: 
statistics show that we have made 


COST OF KEEPING CLEAN. 


Hit the Manonliuc Gender Keeps 


n» Account. 


"Did you ever Kfop to think about liow 


. much It costs to keep u man clean, to 
keep in what the worM would call a pre- 
sentable condition?" asked a rathor• fas- 
tidious gentleman yesterday, who also 
ha* an eye (o the economical side of life. 


"It is no small ihin^ when you come to 


think about it, ami* independent of the 
things a niiia is required t<v bsy -iniing 
the year the 1>K1 will run tip t" !\ rather' 
neat sum. A man ,« forced to buy many 
things whirl- al<c never counted in I hi? 
cost of living vheii he foots up the bill at 
the end of th<- year, anil yet they tell iu 
the aggregate when it comes to his bank 
account nnd hi* income generally. Hut I 
was thinking of the plain, ordinary prop- 
osition of keeping oneself clean. 
Take, 


for instance, the matter of laundry. The 
average cost to a MI 
50 cents a week, and frequently the biil 
runs iiim.li above this tignre. 
Ck'UH 


clothes on this basN will cost ;?20 a year. 
Then there is a fellow's barber hill, the 
cost of shaves, shampoos, hair cuts and 
shines and baths, and all these things 
tend to run the bill up. 


"Supposing that a man will take two 


shaves every week—ami this is the aver- 
age—this would make a total of 101 i 
shav»» during the year, nud at the mini- 
mum price of 10 cents for each slrave it 
would amount at the end of the year to 
$10.40. Baths, on an average of one each 
veek and at a cost of iJ5 cents for each 
bath, would cost $13 a year. If he aver- 
ages two shines a week at the minimum 
of 5 cents for each shine, the bill will 
amount to $5.20 for n year. One hair cut 
a mouth at the rate of 23 cents nud one 
shampoo at the same rate would amount 
to $0. 


"Taking these things and allowing for 


tips nnd things of that sort, it will be 
seen, that a man will spend probably K75 
every year in keeping clean, and when 
you come to think of this amount it will 
really clothe the average fellow who 
makes no effort to keep up with tho 
changes which mark the course of fash- 
ion. 
As a matter of fact, there are a 


great many men who do not spend this 
much for clothes during the year. 
It 


may be safely estimated that tho average 
man does not spend so much in clothing 
himself. 
So on this basis the average 


man spends more in actually keeping bis 
body and his clothes clean than he does 
for the things which clothe his body, and 
these things manage to keep his bank ac- 
count down to that extent."—Xew Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.
